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VITAL STATISTICS. 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine 
the following lists and if any errors or omissions are dis- 
covered report them at once to the town clerk, that the record 
may be corrected, as it is of importance that the record of 
Vital Statistics should be complete. Herewith are extracts 
from the General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 3. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of 
the birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge, 
showing date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, 
its sex and color, the name, age, birthplace, occupation and 
residence (including the street number, if any) of each 
parent, the maiden name of the mother and the name of the 
physician or officer, if any, personally attending the birth. 
If the child is illegitimate, the name of and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be set forth except upon 
written request of both the father and mother. Said physi- 
cian or officer shall, within fifteen days after such birth, mail 
or deliver to the clerk or register of the town where such 
birth occurred, a report stating the facts herein above re- 
quired to be shown on said record and also the said written 
request, if any; provided, that if said report is not so made 
within forty-eight hours after such birth, said physician or 
officer shall, within said forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to 
said clerk, or registrar a notice stating the date and place of 
the birth, the street number, if any, the ward number, if in 
a city, and the family name. Upon presentation to him of a 
certificate of the town clerk stating that any such birth has 
been duly reported, the town treasurer shall pay to such physi- 
cian or officer a fee of twenty-five cents for each birth so re- 
ported. Any physician or any such officer violating any 
provision of this section shall forfeit not more than twenty- 
five dollars.

Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which 
a child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for 
record relative to such births, shall furnish the same upon 
request of the clerk of the town where such child was born 
or its parents reside, or of any person authorized by him. 
Such member or servant refusing to furnish such facts 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 


Section 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder, within forty days after a 
birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to 
the clerk of the town where such child is born. Every 
householder in whose house a death occurs and the oldest 
next of kin of a deceased person in the town where the death 
occurs shall, within five days thereafter, cause notice there- 
of to be given to the board of health.

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REGULATIONS OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


No child may enter the first grade unless such child shall 
become six years of age on or before October 1 following the 
opening of the fall term he wishes to enter school. To enter 
school in the fall of 1987 a child must be six years old on or 
before October 1, 1937. 


No child may enter the kindergarten unless such child 
shall become five years of age on or before October 1 follow- 
ing the opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. To enter 
kindergarten in the fall of 1937 a child must be five years 
old on or before October 1, 1987. No child may enter school 
after October 1 except by special permission. 


When a child first enters school in the town a birth 
certificate and vaccination certificate must be presented. 


Any pupil who has been out of school on account of a 
contagious disease shall not return to school until he has 
secured a health certificate signed by a physician. This 
certificate will be exchanged through the superintendent of 
schools for a return permit to be given to the teacher.

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The Trustees of The Bancroft Memorial Library present 
herewith the report of the Librarian and the various finan- 
cial reports for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1936. 
The report shows in detail the various activities of the Li- 
brary and are self-explanatory. 

The Trustees have improved the heating system by the 
installation of an oil burner, and outside of this item there 
have been no unusual expenditures the past year. 

In common with all other libraries throughout the 
country, the circulation of the books from the Main Library 
has decreased considerably due to better business conditions 
and longer hours of labor, but the fact that the total circula- 
tion of the Main Library and Branch for the year 1936 was 
34,220 in 304 working days, which gives an average circula- 
tion of 95 books, this gives one some idea of the number of 
people visiting the Library daily. 

The total number of visitors to the Reading Room in- 
creased nearly 600 over the year 1935, while the visitors to 
the Children’s Room decreased about 1600 for the ear. 

While the income from the invested funds decreased 
during the year due somewhat to lower interest rates prevail- 
ing, we were able to purchase fifty per cent more books than 
the previous year, bringing the total number of volumes in 
the Library up to 183121. 

The Trustees appeciate the hearty cooperation of the 
Librarian and her assistants, and especially do they appreci- 
ate the use and interest of the Townspeople in the facilities 
of the Library, and to the continuance of these cordial rela- 
tions we sincerely invite suggestions or criticisms regard- 
ing the work of the Library.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 


The Librarian respectfully submits the fifty-first annual 
report. 

The appended circulation figures show a decrease of 
3,049 books over the previous year or 11 instead of 12 books 
per capita. The attendance in the reading and reference 
rooms increased 585 over the previous year. 

In the hope of improving the service, books which have 
more than three names on the reserve list are no longer re- 
newable. This rule applies to both fiction and non-fiction 
books. 

Miss Louise Morton who left the Staff to enter the 
Library School at Simmons College has been replaced by Miss 
Priscilla Woodhead, a pupil at the General Draper High 
School. 

The Librarian spent a most profitable week at the 
American Library Association meeting in Richmond, Virginia 
last May. At the mid-winter meeting of the Massachusetts 
Library Association held in Boston and the spring meeting 
held in Swampscott the Librarian served on the hospitality 
committee. Three of the Staff attended the two meetings 
of the Bay Path Library Club and the Librarian was elected 
second vice president. 


CHILDREN’S ROOM. 


The prize bird houses of Robert Stewart and William 
Bruce were on exhibition during January. 

On June 15 State Certificate reading began and on Octo- 
ber 10 fifteen Honor Certificates and eighty-two small certi- 
ficates were awarded. The Honor Certificate represents 
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twenty books five of which must be non-fiction and the small 
certificate represents five books. 

During Book Week in November new and old children’s 
books were exhibited. The grade school teachers and the 
superintendent of schools were guests one afternoon. Tea was 
served in the Trustees’ Room through the generosity of Miss 
Bancroft. Miss Bancroft graciously received and Mrs. Harry 
A. Billings poured. 

I wish at this time to express appreciation to the Trustees 
for their generosity and helpfulness. I, also, thank the Staff 
and janitor for their faithful service.
